Biography In Miniature 


WILLIAM ROBERTS 

William Roberts, manager of the 
Weltner used car lot on the corner 
of El Camino and Santa Cruz ave- 
nue was born in Wales. His father 
William Roberts Sr., and his moth- 
er were the parents of seven chil- 
dren, six boys and one girl. When 
William was a small boy, his par- 
ents moved with their family to 
Sidney, Australia. Here the boy was 
reared and received his schooling. 

His father was a writer, who un- 
der the pen-name, Guilim Ceiriog 
wrote numerous books. Best known 
of these, is his fine biography of 
Roger Williams, founder of Rhode 
Island. On one occasion, his 
father won the highest award for 
an epic poem written especially for 
the “Eisteddfod” in Pittsburgh, Pa. 
This society is an institution au- 
thentically traced back to the 12th 
century and was originally an an- 
nual assembly of Welsh bards, 
minstrels and literati of Waies. Its 
present form is a 19th century re- 
vival and today, the poem winning 
the highest award is used as lyrics 
to the major musical selection of 
an Eisteddfod concert. 

In early manhood Mr. Roberts 
left the family home and went to 
Trelew, a Welsh colony in Pata- 
gonia where he worked for the 
mercantile company of Chubut, a 
general merchandise store which 
supplied people from the surround- 
ing country. 

After 4ex aving Patagonia, he came 


to San Francisco where he stayed 
until the outbreak of World War 
I when he sailed for Australia and 
in Sidney, joined the 1st Australian 
Expeditionary force. After 30 days 
training he sailed on the troop 


ship Ceramic. His ship touched at | 


the former German colony in New 
Guinea expecting action, but the 
British had already taken that 
territory, so the ship sailed on to 
Colombo, India. 

Roberts spent several months in 
Turkey, Arabia, Alexandria and 
Lemos. He was wounded in action 
at Gallipoli and later received hos- 
pitalization in England. 

Recovering sufficiently to get 
back into action again he was at- 
tached to the English 29th division 
until this company arrived in Bel- 
gium when he was transferred to |} 
his own Australian outfit. He re- | 
ceived his honorable discharge | 


from the service after having serv- | 


ed 4 years and 187 days. 

Following his army days Roberts 
spent some time in Fairbanks, 
Alaska and then came to Califor- 
nia, where he made his home in 
Palo Alto. 

He has been manager of the 
Menlo Park branch of the Weltner 
company for almost a year. 

William Roberts’ hobby is fish- 
ing. He has done a great deal of 
deep sea fishing, but for real sport, 
he prefers the trout streams. 

He is 2 member of the California 
State Guard. 


Your ays business.

In the last article we pointed out 
that pay-as-you-go in the matter 
of capital outlay tended to insure 
conservatism in public spending, 
but that at the same time it was 
more expensive for the taxpayer in 
that the use of money is worth 
more to him than the interest rate 
at which the public body could 
borrow, and that such a policy put 
the cost of permanent improve- 
ments on present taxpayers while 
future residents of the community 
went scot-free. 

Over the last ten years the as- 
sessed valuation of Sequoia Union 
High School has increased from 
$31,824,000 to $43,822,000, or 38 per 
cent. In view of the restrictions on 
home building in the last few years, 
it is conservative to assume another 
38 per cent expansion in the next 
10 years. Suppose Sequoia needed 
$500,000 for a new high school next 
year and the choice was between a 
special tax levy and the issuance of 
ten year serial bonds. How would 
the owner of a representative Men- 
lo Park home assessed at $18,800 
fare under either proposal? 

We will assume the bonds carry 
(Actually, with 
maturity, the 


2 per cent interest. 
such a short average 


borrowing rate would be about 1 
per cent). Such a computation 
shows the owner of $1,800 assessed 
valuation paying in the case of a 


special tax levy 
in the first year. If the choice were 
the sale of bonds, the cost works 
out at $19.65 spread over a ten-year 
period. Thus, not only does the 
taxpayer retain the use of his mon- 
ey for a longer time if the choice 
were the sale of bonds, the cost

pays out less money in the aggre- 

rate. (For those interested, the 

cornptbe wae is on file in the Re- 

order office.) Of course, the policy 
of pay-as-you-go is even more eX- 
pensive relative to bonds when it 
is practiced by setting aside so 
much out of the tax rate each year 
for some future expenditure. 

No objection can reasonably be 
raised to pay-as-you-go SO long as 
present taxpayers are not unduly 
taxed for facilities which will be 
utilized by future residents of the 
community and so long as the 
community is not denied or forced 
to wait for needed public improve- 
ments of lasting benefit merely be- 
cause the cost exceeds what it is 
feasable to place in the tax rate of 
the current year.
